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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 9-14 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Howard (US 4, 080,416). 

Howard discloses a molded , gel-free breast cup with a laminated first flexible foam 
panel of varying thicknesses with a greater thickness away from the pad perimeter and 
a panel of flexible fabric materials coextensive to each other. The first panel is of a 
uniform thickness save for the zone of greater thickness. The sides are contoured and 
uncontoured as claimed. The fabric second panels can be on the outer side or as a 
lining on the inner side or wherein the outer side is the convex side and the inner side is 
the concave side with the second panel being the fabric lining layer. (See Howard, 
figures 7, 8 and 13 and col. 7). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 2, 6-8 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Howard in view of Ishikawa et al (6,042608) and Thompson (US 2,727,278). 
Howard discloses the invention substantially as claimed. However, Howard does not 
specifically disclose the foam layers as being formed of multiple foam layers instead of 
a second fabric layer. Ishikawa et al discloses the case where the pad is of multiple 
foam layers to achieve a desired pad density and contour. However, Ishikawa et al 
discloses the pad as having a general foam layer and a silicone poured foam layer. It 
is well known in brassiere manufacturing construction to use silicone gel and molded 
sponge foam or liquid latex foam materials interchangeably to achieve a desired 
aesthetic effect with different densities and contours. Thompson discloses the use of a 
latex liquid formable foam and the contouring as claimed in claims 6-8. Accordingly it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to construct a brassiere form pad of different layers having different densities 
as disclosed by Ishikawa et al with the contour and narrow perimeter edge as disclosed 
by Howard and to utilize other known materials such as poured latex foam in place of a 
silicone gel in order to achieve a desired foam pad density and contour to the wearer to 
better simulate breast texture and density. 

Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. None of the cited references, alone or in 
combination, disclose the zone of greater density as in claim 4.
